
DIVER LOST AT SEA SUES, 


Second serious accident to hit diving community this season 


A LYME Bay diver is 
still missing after the 
second serious incident 
to hit the dive commu¬ 
nity this season. 

An investigation is un¬ 
derway after a widespread 
search by at least eight ves¬ 
sels failed to find a 61 
year-old man who was div¬ 
ing at the Lanes Ground 
area of scallop beds in 
Lyme Bay. 

The missing man’s div¬ 
ing partner, who has been 
praised for his efforts in 
trying to save his friend de¬ 
spite the danger to his own 
life, was released from 
Poole Hospital the next 
day after treatment in a de¬ 
compression chamber.

The missing man was 
later named as Graham 
Parker. 

The two experienced 
recreational divers were 
among a group aboard the 
dive boat Blue Turtle, 
which sails out of Lyme 
Regis. 

Rob King, skipper of the 
Blue Turtle, said: “One 
diver came to the surface 
in distress having made an 
uncontrolled rapid ascent. 
We needed to call for med¬ 
ical assistance for the 
diver who came to the sur¬ 
face. It was the missing 
diver’s buddy that came 
up.

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“One had come up in a 
rapid uncontrolled ascent 
and he was the one that we 
called the coastguard about 
specifically because he ob¬ 
viously had a problem and 
then as we were able to 
find out more from him we 
realised another diver was 
unaccounted for. 

“They weren’t diving a 
wreck, they were diving on 
an area of scallop beds. 
They were both experi¬ 
enced divers.” 

In trouble 

Emergency services were 
alerted to the incident at 
around 5.30pm on Thurs¬ 
day of last week after the 
Bristol man apparently got 
into trouble diving 22 me¬ 
tres deep at around three 
miles from Lyme Regis 
harbour.

FILMMAKER Clive Whaley, from Bridport, will pre¬ 
miere his latest production at the Bridport Arts 
Centre next week. 

The musical documentary "Lonely Boys" is a 
unique new work combining documentary film 
with original music. Shot around the Dorset coun¬ 
tryside and coastline, the film explores the male 
approach to lust, love and loneliness through the 
three ages of man. 

Starring alongside Clive in the film are well- 
known local faces Dewi Lambert and John Surry. 

Clive has lived in West Dorset for 20 years, and 
in Bridport for the last 10 with his wife Maia and 
daughters Rebecca and Hannah. 

After a career working in sport Clive setup his 
own filmmaking company, Cranbrook Films, pro¬ 
ducing corporate videos and documentary films. 
Clive's last documentary, "Dorset Days - A year in 
the life of Longhorn Jim", was premiered at Brid- 
port's Electric Palace in 2008. 

It was seen by the now controller of BBC Four 
Richard Klein and has subsequently been shown 
on the BBC six times. 

Clive is also known in Bridport for his onstage 
appearances with Encore Theatre Club and for his 
involvement with Racquetball at Bridport Leisure 
Centre. 

"Lonely Boys" will be shown at Bridport Arts 
Centre on Friday, May 6th and Saturday, May 7th 
at 7:30pm. 


■ WHEN did you start filmmaking? 

In 20011 went on a family holiday to Florida and I bought 
one of those early mini digital video cameras. I had no 
training, I was just the Dad with the camera but I took 
loads of footage and because I was using Apple Mac com¬ 
puters in my sports consultancy work, I had a go at mak¬ 
ing a film using the iMovie programme. 

■ WHAT is Lonely Boys about? 

Lonely Boys is a completely original, local production in¬ 
volving documentary film and original music and songs. 
A trio of professional musicians will play the soundtrack 
live for the film, which will be projected onto the screen. 
It is documentary film so the interviews aren’t scripted, 
they are real personal interviews with the three ages of 
man. At various stages during the evening the three char¬ 
acters in the documentary will walk out of the documen¬ 
tary onto the stage and sing a song, which will reflect a 
theme they have just been talking about. There are bits of 
it that are meant to be funny and there are bits that are 
meant to be very serious and moving. 

■ HOW long have you been working on the project? 

The broad idea has been in my head for probably about 



two or three years but it’s only in the last year that it has 
come together. Really its starting point was in April of 
last year, which was when I went and spoke to Steve 
Jones, the Musical Director. I went to him with my guitar 
and played a few rudimentary versions of songs, which I 
thought might work. If he’d said no at that point it prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t have happened but the fact that he saw 
something in it, it became a project and progressed from 
there. 

■ ARE you nervous about how open you have been 
in the documentary? 

I am very nervous, I’m very apprehensive about all sorts 
of creative and technical things coming right on the night 
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but probably more than that about what people will think 
about it. I want them more than anything else to just sim¬ 
ply have an entertaining evening and think it was better 
to be in the Arts Centre that evening than sat at home 
watching TV. 

■ DID you always intend to film it in the Dorset 
countryside? 

If there is one thing that appeals to me more than anything 
then it’s composing and getting a nicely framed shot that 
is nice to watch and says something about the story and 
the person and kind of carries it forward. We are spoilt 
around here for picturesque locations so I didn’t want it 
to be three talking heads sat in a room in their home with 
a bookcase behind them. I wanted it to be out in the open 
air making use of some beautiful and intriguing locations 
in this area, with three contrasting locations as well. 

■ DID the other guys in the film enjoy the experi¬ 
ence? 

I think it’s pushed them in different ways to the edges of 
their comfort zones but they have been fantastic. They 
are two, by age and by character, completely different 
people but I think there has been a good camaraderie built 
up between us. In terms of their interviews I thought they 
both were very articulate, interesting, funny and moving. 
I couldn’t have asked for anymore in what they said. 

■ WHAT was the last film you watched, book you 
read and CD you listened to? 

The last film I watched is easy, it was Never Let Me Go 
at the Electric Palace, at the From Page To Screen Festi¬ 
val. The CD is Heron and the album is Simple as 1,2,3 
and Steve Jones who is my Musical Director is the key¬ 
board player in the band. Now they are a lesser-known 
band but they were a real potential breakthrough act in 
the 70s and they played supporting David Bowie. The 
book, one of my favourite books, was Cannery Row by 
John Steinbeck.

Mr Cobb, who has a background in advertising and now 
owns the Town Mill Bakery in Coombe Street, suggested 
that the council scrap its annual holiday brochure and pro¬ 
mote the town through more modern methods, including 
its official website. 

He suggested that they spend all of their £30,000 budget

dive company failed to find the miss¬ 
ing man on Sunday, April 22nd de¬ 
spite an extensive 10-hour search of 
a one- kilometre area over the dive 
site. 

Dorchester Detective Inspector 
Stuart Dipple said: “Our investiga¬ 
tion into the circumstances into the 
incident leads me to believe this was 
a tragic accident. 

“Our thoughts go out to the miss¬ 
ing diver’s family at this distressing 
and difficult time. I would like to 
thank the dive buddy for all of his ef¬ 
forts despite the danger to himself. I 
would also like to thank the coast¬ 
guards, RNLI and the diving and 
fishing community in Lyme Bay for 
their continuing efforts to locate the 
diver.” 

Andrew Jenkins, coastguard watch 


manager, said: “At this stage, it 
would be wrong to speculate about 
the cause of this particular incident. 

“But this is the second serious div¬ 
ing accident to have occurred off the 
Dorset coast already this season and 
I would like to take this opportunity 
to remind all divers to make sure 
they are well prepared, fully trained 
for the level of dive they are about to 
undertake and their equipment is 
properly maintained.” 

♦ SHORTLY after the volunteers of 
the Lyme Regis RNLI lifeboat crew 
returned home late on Thursday 
night - after leading the search for a 
missing diver - they were called out 
again just after midnight on Good 
Friday. 

Two men were rescued when their 
21-foot fishing boat broke down five 


miles south-east of Lyme Regis. 

They had left West Bay and said 
they were heading for Plymouth 
when their boat, “Dolphin”, suffered 
engine failure. 

The lifeboat crew towed “Dolphin” 
to the safety of Lyme Regis harbour, 
returning at 1.40am. 

♦ TWO men aboard a broken down 
commercial fishing vessel were res¬ 
cued by the crew of the Lyme Regis 
RNLI lifeboat on Easter Sunday. 

The fishing boat, “Harvest Queen”, 
developed engine failure nearly three 
miles south-west of West Bay har¬ 
bour and was at anchor when the 
lifeboat arrived. 

The engine was restarted as the 
lifeboat stood by, but failed again. 

Harvest Queen was then towed to 
safety in West Bay harbour. 

The lifeboat, Pearl of 
Dorset, was launched at 
0855 and returned to her 
base in Lyme Regis at 
1015. 

♦ LYME Regis RNLI 
lifeboat was launched for 
the fourth time in five days 
on Easter Monday to join 
the search for a man re¬ 
ported missing. 

Coastguards requested a 
coastal search from Seven 
Point Rock westwards to 
Axmouth Harbour. 

The search was con¬ 
ducted in conjunction with 
Lyme Regis and Beer 
coastguards ashore. 

Two lifeboat crew mem¬ 
bers also joined the search 
on land. 

A coastguard helicopter 
was also involved. 

The lifeboat, which had 
launched at 1219 was 
stood down at 1410, by 
which time the man had 
not been traced.

tion from advertising agency Ar- 
tavia representative Sammie 
Simpson, who said she was very 
pleased with how the town’s cur¬ 
rent advertising campaign was 
performing. 

She said Lyme was “bucking 
the trend”, as most coastal desti¬ 
nations were currently less popu¬ 
lar than rural and city breaks, but 
Lyme was “doing very well compared to other destina¬ 
tions”. 

However, Mr Cobb (pictured) said: “I do think it is time 
to re-think the whole way you communicate your prod¬ 
uct. There are other methods of getting to the consumer, 
not advertising and not the brochure. No one believes ad¬ 
vertising.” 

He argued that the annual brochure was not producing 
enough results and was “wasteful” as it could only be 
used once. 

Responsive 

“On the other hand, a website is totally reusable, avail¬ 
able 24 hours a day, seven days a week, 12 months of the 
year,” he added. 

“A website is adaptable, updateable, and totally re¬ 
sponsive.” 

The town clerk, Mike Lewis, pointed out that Bob 
Brooker, from LymeNet, who sits on the sub-committee 
but was not present at the meeting, has been working on 
improving the town’s website and promoting Lyme 
through Twitter. 

Chairman of the sub-committee, Councillor David 
Cozens, said: “Over the past few years, no doubt about it 


there’s been a movement towards this type of thing. The 
council has moved along with this a lot in the last few 
years thanks to Bob Brooker and LymeNet, so we are get¬ 
ting there.” 

Owner of the Royal Lion Hotel, Lesley Stone, who also 
sits on the sub-committee, said that all age groups should 
be catered for. 

“Some 65 and 70 year olds don’t use Twitter. Some 
don’t want to use mobile phones. Maybe you should be 
looking at all aspects,” she added. 

Councillor Ken Meech added: “About 40 years ago we 
had a counter in the building with about half a dozen 
leaflets on and that was our advertising. I accept that we 
have to move on and one of our priorities has always been 
advertising. 

“You have to remember we are an ageing population. 
People are getting older and living longer, and they do 
not have the benefit of this technology. You have to cater 
for all sorts.” 

Councillor Cozens said that many other seaside resorts, 
such as Bournemouth, still saw the benefits of printing a 
holiday brochure. 

Mr Cobb said the council didn’t have to print and send 
out 30,000 brochures every year, but could distribute 
them on demand. 

Councillor Ken Whetlor agreed: “Why do we have to 
have a brochure? Why can’t we have a CD or DVD? It 
would be cheaper to post and to make.” 

Ms Simpson, from Artavia, reported that there was not 
very high demand for these types of promotions. 

The sub-committee agreed that Mr Cobb should con¬ 
tinue working with the Website Working Group, which 
aims to promote the town through its official website 
www.lymeregis.org

TV couple spark tourism boom 


SUSTAINABLE tourism in Dorset 
has received a shot in the arm from 
a Channel Four holiday show aired 
earlier this month, according to the 
head of a county holiday parks 
group. 

Martin Cox of West Dorset 
Leisure Holidays said that a wave 
of enquiries for seaside lodges and 
caravan holiday homes followed a 
recent edition of the popular series 
A Place By The Sea. 

It showed a Sheffield couple 
looking to buy a second home in 
Dorset, and turning away all the 
bricks-and-mortar options in favour 
of a modern timber lodge on a park 
in Burton Bradstock. 

Their decision could help dis¬ 
suade other couples from buying 
holiday cottages in Dorset said 
Martin, who is also an active mem¬ 
ber of the Destination Dorset 
tourism partnership. 

“People who buy holiday cottages 
in the county,” he said, “help inflate 
the price of lower cost homes, and 
deplete the number of more afford¬ 
able properties available to younger 
people.” 

In the C4 programme, presenter 
Seetha Hallett showed the Sheffield 
couple a number of options of how 
to spend their £150,000 budget, in¬ 
cluding a timber lodge at Martin's 
Larkfield Holiday Park. 

The generous living space, luxury 
fittings and peaceful surroundings 
convinced them that this was their 
dream holiday home; and it came in 
£23,000 under budget. 


“Park-based holiday homes are a 
far more sustainable form of 
tourism for Dorset,” said Martin. 

“They allow the county's tourism 
economy to benefit from the mil¬ 
lions of pounds spent each year in 
the region by visitors, which sup¬ 
ports many local businesses and the 
jobs they provide. 

“But second homes on parks 
don’t skew our area’s property mar¬ 
ket, or create the threat of ghost vil¬ 
lages where many homes remain 
empty for much of the year,” he 
added. 

The family-run business, which 
Martin and his wife Vanessa man¬ 
age, owns five top-rated holiday 
parks on or near the West Dorset 
coastline, four of them in the Brid- 
port area. 

According to tourist board fig¬ 
ures, says Martin, visitor spending 
in the region by his park guests sup¬ 
ports around 200 jobs in other busi¬ 


nesses from pubs and restaurants to 
shops and attractions. 

“I know from talking to other 
park owners in the area that en¬ 
quiries for lodges and caravan hol¬ 
iday homes, to buy and to rent, are 
especially strong at the moment. 

“I’m sure the Channel Four pro¬ 
gramme has played a part, together 
with the decision by many people 
to avoid going abroad this year and 
to make it another stay-cation sum¬ 
mer.” 

Although the television couple’s 
story had a happy ending, it was a 
close thing. Viewers saw how the 
pair were almost gazumped at the 
last moment by a rival buyer for the 
Larkfield lodge. 

The closing shots, however, 
showed them enjoying Dorset hol¬ 
iday life with, said Martin, the 
added park benefit of not having to 
spend weekends cutting grass or 
fixing gutters.

Library campaigners not impressed 
by new offer from the county council 


DORSET Library Services has informed the 20 libraries 
under threat of closure, including Lyme Regis and Char¬ 
mouth, that they will not now be cut off entirely from the 
libary service as had previously been proposed. 

The improved offer includes provison of public-access 
computers, 300 to 500 new books annually in each branch 
depending on its size together with retention of the self- 
serve and book circulation systems. Also included in the 
proposal are three hours a week of professional help to 
train volunteer staff and keep the systems up and running 
efficiently. 

Under this new proposal, community libraries would 
have to commit to a peppercorn lease for the library 
building and an agreed number of opening hours by vol¬ 
unteers. The buildings would be available for other 
community uses. 

Repairs, utilities, maintenance, insurance, accountancy 
etc will have to be met either from fundraising, income- 
producing activities or contributions by local councils. 
Large numbers of volunteers will also have to be found - 
a difficult proposition in a county where so many are al¬ 


ready volunteering for established institutions. 

Commenting on the new proposals, Hazel Robinson, 
chair of Lriends of Charmouth Library and a member of 
AdLib, said: “Although this new offer is certainly a move 
in the right direction if the AdLib scheme (which retains 
the current system for all 34 Dorset libraries at a reduced 
level across the board) is not finally adopted, campaign¬ 
ers still believe that this and other alternative schemes 
proposed would give better outcomes for a sustainable 
future for local libraries. 

“We know that, once our smaller libraries come par¬ 
tially out of the main system, it is unlikely they will ever 
be let back in as full participants, even when the eco¬ 
nomic crisis eases. We had been guardedly optimistic 
that the initial offer would be improved but this is be no 
means the end of the story as far as we are concerned.

Fossil Festival set to be a great 
family Bank Holiday Weekend 


FAMILIES looking for a great day out during the 
May Day Bank Holiday weekend need look 
no further than Lyme Regis and the sixth 
annual Fossil Festival. 

This unique event sees some of the 
UK's top natural history scientists 
join forces with artists and profes¬ 
sional performers in a fun but edu¬ 
cational celebration of the natural 
history of the Jurassic Coast - Eng¬ 
land's only natural World Heritage 
Site. 

The Fossil Festival takes place 
over three days from Friday, April

"Soul Wind" will give an

OVER the coming spring and summer months. View from reporter TOM GLOVER is challenging all 
West Dorset clubs, groups and sports teams to put him to the test. Whether it's jumping out of a plane, 
taking to the high seas or just joining a knit and natter group, no challenge will be refused. 
This week Tom joined novice goffers at the Bridport and West Dorset Golf Club for 
a taster session with resident pro David Parsons 


I NEVER subscribed to the famous quote that"Golf is 
a good walk spoiled"- as a competitive man, I could 
only imagine it making the walk more worthwhile. 

This is especially true when you see the setting of 
the Bridport and West Dorset Golf Club. The scenery 
of the Jurassic Coast would make it an enjoyable ex¬ 
perience no matter how bad a day you are having on 
the green and is enough to make any rambler jeal¬ 
ous. 

I've always thought that in my latter years I would 
take up the sport of golf. I like the idea of spending 
weekends away on the courses of Spain, getting 
away from it all and enjoying the banter with my 
mates as I knock a couple of strokes off my handicap. 

Until recently however I had never putted a golf ball 
without it travelling through a plastic windmill first. 

So when Bridport and West Dorset Golf Club's Res¬ 
ident Pro David Parsons invited me to join him for a 
taster session, I jumped at the chance. 

The session consisted of just over an hour on the 
driving range to perfect our swing, before moving 
onto the putting green for 45 minutes; just enough 
to whet the appetite. 

Taster sessions 

Many would imagine at a golf taster session to find 
a bunch of middle-aged men preparing for a relaxing 
retirement on the fairways. And on this day at least 
you would be right to imagine that. There were seven 
of us in total, all men, and when asked to give our age 
mine was the only one that had a corresponding lot¬ 
tery ball. 

This is not typical of the club however, which has a 
large number of youth players with a good progres¬ 
sion route and many female golfers as well. In fact it 
is younger men that the club are seeking to attract. 

The taster sessions are just one of the ways in which 
the club actively looking for new golfers of all ages 
and abilities. 

David is keen to quash any misconception that the 
club is an expensive, exclusive members only organ¬ 
isation. 

In fact, for less than the price of a pint of beer any 
member of the public can enjoy the driving range 
and the putting green. 

And for less than the cost of filling up your car you 
can benefit from a four-session beginners course with 
David, who is without doubt an excellent coach with 
decades of experience. 

Out on the driving range, David quickly taught us 
the basics of grip, aim and ball position, enough to 
have us all striking the ball with some level of com¬ 
petency. 

My previous experiences on a driving range had 
been inconsistent to say the least, my style probably 
less like Tiger Woods and more like his wife as she 
smashed up his Cadillac. 

After just a short introduction from David though 
my technique had improved immeasurably and it 
was less a case of will I hit it and more a case of how 
far. 

Next we moved onto the putting green, a scene of 
many a frustrated golfer but, David told us, the best 
place to reduce your handicap. 

David once again gave us the basic rules on how to 
set up for the shot and we were soon confidently 
sinking putts that would have eluded us before. 

In sport you often enjoy that brief moment when 
everything comes together perfectly, whether it's 
catching a volley sweetly in football, hitting a ball for 
six in cricket or serving an ace in tennis. 

In golf that moment, I think, comes when you strike

effortlessly through the centre of the ball and watch 
your drive travel cleanly down the fairway. 

At these moments you suddenly see your name up 
in lights, you hear yourself being discussed on a sports 
phone-in, you see yourself popping open the cham¬ 
pagne and celebrating with your adoring fans. 

Then you forget to bend your knees, lean too far back 
and scuff the ball into the net five yards away. I think 
it is those brief moments of magic though which give 
you the bug and make it all worthwhile.

D on't be fooled by those who moan about the 
impossible hill climb from town to visit the 
Nags Head in Lyme Regis. It takes a matter of 
minutes to reach this fantastic watering hole from the 
High Street and when you get there you will be far 
from disappointed. 

The friendly public house offers the cheapest pint in 
town (Sark Lark - brewed by the Otter Brewery - £2.30) 
and often there are guest ales for as little as £2.00, a 
popular feature which no doubt helped the Nags to 
win Camra Pub of the Year (West Dorset) last year. 

There is always something different going on at the 
Nags Head whether it be darts competitions, pool, live 
music (at least once a week) or live sport on the large 
screens, you're sure to find a welcoming atmosphere, 
but in the spring/summer this Dog-Friendly pub 
comes into its own.

Tantalising Thai Cuisine in Dorchester High-Street 


I t is worth reminding 
those who live in the 
Lyme, Beaminster and 
Bridport area that the 
drive to Dorchester, on a 
sunny evening is one of 
the most pleasant routes 
with regards to the views 
along the A35 that you will 
find in the South West. 

My girlfriend and I are 
both very keen on Thai 
food so I suggested we 
took a little drive (with the 
roof down) to Dorchester 
last Friday evening as I had 
heard good reports of a 
wonderful looking restau¬ 
rant at the top end of town 
called Thai Nakorn. They 
frequently promote them¬ 
selves in View From and 
my colleague had enjoyed 
a business lunch there be¬ 
fore and spoken highly of 
it. 

After the pleasant drive 
we were fortunate to find 
parking in the road di¬ 
rectly opposite the restau¬ 
rant and for a few pence 
we could park there all 
evening. The restaurant 
interior was very well pre¬ 
sented with an authentic 
Thai feel, there are lots of 


ornamen¬ 
tal and 
decora¬ 
tive fea¬ 
tures straight out of 
Thailand and most notice¬ 
ably, the Tables which 
seemed to be hand carved 
with a decorative surface 
under the glass tops. 
These are hard to describe 
but quite amazing and 
well worth checking out. 

The staff were very po¬ 
lite, they would do their 
best to meet you at the 
door on arrival and show 
you to your table and serv¬ 
ice was very punctual and 
well presented. 

My girlfriend and I have 
similar tastes so chose a 
selection of dishes from 
the menu to share so we 
could taste a more exten¬ 
sive spread. We opted for 
the Thai Nakorn Platter to 
share to start, which came 
in an attractive large dish 
with an assortment of nib¬ 
bles including prawn 
toast, spring rolls, satay 
chicken skewers, Filo 
wrapped Tiger Prawns 
among others. This was 
served with a selection of 


Thai style 
dips that 
were all 
so tasty it 
was all gone in no time. I 
photographed one of the 
decorative garnishes, 
which you can see below. 
The butterfly, after careful 
examination, can only be 
described as a carefully 
sliced chunk of what we 
saw as Swede. 

For main course we 
shared a Pad Thai (a classic 
thai noodles dish with 
chicken, egg and topping 
of ground peanuts), Khaw 
Suay (steamed Thai fra¬ 
grant rice), Kang Kiew Wan 
(Thai green chicken curry 
in coconut milk with sea¬ 
sonal vegetables), Ped Ma 


Kham (crispy roasted duck 
in an exotic tamarind 
sauce topped with golden 
cashew nuts) and from the 
evenings specials board 
we tried the Lyme Bay 
Scallops in a mild red curry 
sauce. All of the dishes 
can be seen on the photo¬ 
graphs presented on the 
Thai Nakorn advert. 

If you are looking for an 
enjoyable evening out 
with some of the most fra¬ 
grant food cooked with 
the freshest ingredients 
then look no further, this is 
a restaurant we will defi¬ 
nitely be visiting again in 
the not so distant future.

TO coincide with the Royal Wedding Bank Holi¬ 
day weekend the Tutankhamun Exhibition in 
Dorchester is holding a special King Tut's Treas¬ 
ure Hunt. Over 3300 years ago another young fa¬ 
mous royal couple tied the knot-Tutankhamun 
and Ankhesenamun. Both were still very young 
at the time,Tutankhamun only about 8 years old 
and Ankhesenamun was 13 years old. 

Tim Batty, the exhibition's manager, said. "King 
Tut'sTreasure Hunt is being held every day of the 
long Bank Holiday weekend from Friday, April 
29th to Monday, May 2nd. Children explore the 
innovativeTutankhamun Exhibition and become 
'archaeological detectives' in a bid to solve the 
puzzle of the missing treasure. All those who cor¬ 
rectly follow the clues and crack the code can

The Tutankhamun Exhibition continues to en¬ 
thral and excite people's imagination with its dra¬ 
matic recreation of the moment of discovery of 
the tomb.

Two fantastic shows to take place at the Marine Theatre as part of festival 


Jurassic Coast partners pair up for 
UNESCO World Dance Day celebrations 


DANCE inspired by Dorset and East Devon's Jurassic 
Coast World Heritage Site will be performed at the 
start of this year's Lyme Regis Fossil Festival on April 
29th to mark the South West's celebration of UN¬ 
ESCO World Dance Day. 

Inspired by the similarities between the Jurassic 
Coast World Heritage Site on England's south coast 
and the Skeleton Coast of Namibia, this new work is 
an exploration and reflection on two very different 
places, united through a shared history of the rocks 
on which they stand. Once a single continent with 
a desert environment called Pangaea, our world was 
gradually torn apart through 250 million years of his¬ 
tory. 

The project is part of Creative Coast, the Jurassic 
Coast World Heritage Site's Arts Programme, and 


The Cre¬ 
ative Coast team aims to make England's only natu¬ 
ral World Heritage Site the most creative coast in the 
world and to increase people's understanding of this 
globally important coastline.

View from reporter TOM GLOVER 
recently spoke with Canadian comic 
Craig Campbell ahead of his Electric 
Palace Show on May 5th, discussing why 
he moved to the area, his appearance on 
Michael McIntyre’s Comedy Roadshow 
and audience interaction 

WHAT do you think of the Electric Comedy 
night at the Palace? 

It's tremendous, I hope that there's an appreciation 
for how skilled the booker of that is, with Will Briggs 
putting it together and having enough favours in the 
business to call so that some huge names can come 
down. Russell Howard has been there a couple of times 
now, I'm not imagining that everybody could or would 
want to have the capacity to understand what sort of 
a coo that is to have people of that stature to pop by. 
Really huge name acts essentially, TV names who just 
don't go to any place for anybody. I can't imagine that 
the audience has enough knowledge of the business to 
know what a great deal they're getting. Dorchester isn't 
doing that every month. 

DO you enjoy compering the gig? 

I love it, yeah. It's a great room and a great location 
of course. It's a wicked town full of pretty left leaning, 
generally cool people, with just enough right wing 
freaks in it to make it tasty. 

DO you find it hard working as a comedian and 
living in the South West? 

Not in the slightest. It probably means I do a lot more 
miles than your average person but I've got a motor¬ 
bike and a car that runs on LPG, a small plane, a bicycle 
and two strong legs and I put them to use. 


HOW is the tour going? 

It's bananas, I can't believe how many people know 
about me, I'm quite thrown by that. I'm going to places 
I've never been before and the rooms are invariably full. 
I've been moved from a smaller room to a bigger room 
in Glasgow, that has over 400 people sold out and that 
has just been the case across the board. I was at a gig 
in Southend last night and it was sold out, it was a 
smaller room but still, how does anybody in Southend 
know about me and my show on a Thursday night? 

WILL there be new material in the show that 
the Bridport audiences haven't seen? 

Some of it I would have been working on in Bridport, 
some would have been on television recently and there 
is a good chunk of it that's brand new that they won't 
have heard at all. 

HOW has the exposure on Michael McIntyres 
Comedy Roadshow improved your career? 

It's been crazy, about 5.5million people see that and 
I think they've replayed it about 50 times so its hard to 
quantify how many people have seen you. People are 
now anticipating when I go into a bit, I can feel them 
titter on certain things and I know that they are aware 
of the joke. 

I'm getting mobbed at airports a lot more than I 
would have before, sometimes for Russell's (Howard) 
show, sometimes for McIntyre, most of the time by the 
up to 150,000 people who would have seen me on 
Frankie Boyle's tour. 

The profile for me over the past six months, or a year, 
has just gone through the roof really but when I walk 
around in Devon the cows and the sheep just don't 
seem to notice at all. 

DO you find it easier now that people are

specifically coming out to see you? 

There is a mixed thing there because I think some¬ 
times I'm suffering from what is kind of the curse of 
what's going on in comedy right now, there are a num¬ 
ber of guys who are suffering from basically being a 
victim of their own success. 

They are on Radio 4 or Radio 6 or whatever their 
source of getting bums on seats is but the fact is a lot 
of the bums on seats are just a bunch of boring ******* 
***** If j t ' s a great cr owd on the weekend and every¬ 
body is up for it that's great, but if its like eight friends 
of one person who likes you then you feel like you 
should get your haircut, have a shave and join the 
army. Frankie Boyle coined the term 'Heavy Bag', some 
gigs you can just be 15 minutes in and realise "Oh **** 
I'm dealing with a heavy bag night". In ways that I'm 
more used to I just long for a room with about 250 east 
enders in it, like Up The Creek down in Greenwich. It's 
good to have it a bit rowdy, a bit tasty, have somebody 
head butted in the toilets, have just something hap¬ 
pening, just a bit of excitement. 


times its fun to talk about these people and get a laugh 
and then sometimes you are dealing with them and its 
just too steep a curve to even entertain them. 

IS that why you like to compere then so you can 
get that audience interaction? 

Maybe a little bit of that but mostly because I like to, 
and have no trouble, getting excited for my friends or 
getting excited for acts that they like. That is another 
great benefit of somewhere like Bridport because the 
people on those shows are not there when I'm there if 
I don't like them. Its not a false situation where I'm pre¬ 
tending that I like them or blowing sunshine up their 
**** / only compere down in Tiverton, Bridport or Glas¬ 
tonbury and for very good reason because they are all 
people that I really enjoy working with. I think it would 
undermine my credibility if I was just compering all 
over the world and that was just part of my schtick be¬ 
cause its not. 


YOU prefer a rowdy crowd then? 

Yeah totally, just a crowd with a little bit of life in 
them, a little bit of excitement. When you're dealing 
with parts of the world which are basically a statistical 
representation of what you read in The Times every 
week. They've all got two and a half kids, a third of 
them are obese and the other ones are overweight, 
they all drive a Mondeo, they all work at the factory 
and if you mention anything outside of absolutely right 
on the line politics then they look at you like you're a 
brown shirt.

MORE than ten per cent of cy¬ 
clists would give up cycling if 
wearing helmets was made 
compulsory, according to the 
lAM's latest poll. Only 20 per 
cent think it should be com¬ 
pulsory. 

The poll - which surveyed 
over 4000 people - also found 
that another 30 per cent 
would simply continue to 
cycle without a helmet. 

Cycle helmets were not 
seen as a priority compared to 
using conspicuous clothing 
and lights, but nor were the 
respondents negative in their 
views towards them. Almost 
60 per cent thought that 
wearing a cycle helmet should 
be a personal decision. Sixty 
per cent of those surveyed 
who cycle, do wear a cycle 
helmet. 

A similar number of people 
thought that helmets offer 
limited protection from seri-

ous head injury, as think they 
save lives. Training was high 
on the agenda, and was rated 
the second most important 
cycle safety measure. 

1AM cycling manager Dun¬ 
can Pickering said:"One in ten 
cyclists being prepared to give 
up cycling shows how contro¬ 
versial compulsory helmets 
would be. But generally peo¬ 
ple are not anti-helmet - they 
see it as an issue of choice. 

"Ultimately fewer than ten 
per cent voted that they 
didn't think wearing a cycle 
helmet was beneficial at all, so 
if cyclists feel safer wearing 
one it makes sense to do so. 
But cyclists can improve their 
safety and confidence a lot by 
taking training. Many acci¬ 
dents involving cyclists could 
be prevented by cyclists posi¬ 
tioning themselves more de¬ 
fensively in relation to larger 
vehicles."

Defeats all-but end Bees promotion hopes

BRIDPORT'S promotion chances were severely dented on 
Good Friday when Chard Town beat them with two sec¬ 
ond half goals at Zembards Lane. 

The result hinged on a controversial decision midway 
through the second-half when Darren Lock was ad¬ 
judged to have deliberately handled the ball on the edge 
of the area for which he was booked. 

If that wasn't bad enough, the Bees skipper vented his 
anger at referee Piers Mountgarrett after Adam Fricker 
had scored from the free-kick, and promptly received a 
second yellow card and was dismissed. 

Despite down to ten men, Bridport produced a spirited 
fight in the final quarter, but were finally beaten by a sec¬ 
ond goal deep into added time. 

The hard, bumpy pitch made good football virtually im¬ 
possible, with neither side able to string a number of 
passes together, and clear cut chances were also at a pre¬ 
mium. 

The game was also unfortunately spoiled by the referee 
who appeared to take no consideration of the conditions, 
annoying both sides by his constant blowing for petty 
offences resulting from the bumpy surface. 

Bridport, had an early scare when Matt Condliffe had 
to clear Sam Spurway's header from a corner off the line 
in the third minute. 

Bridport's back three of Shane Evans, Darren Lock and 
Alan Hill worked hard to quell the string of high balls di¬ 
rected at the home strikers as they tried to take advan¬ 
tage of the slope in the first half, but it took an excellent 
tackle by Evans to block Sam Clark's close range effort 
after he had neatly controlled the ball and turned. 

Bridport first effort on goal saw Hill's sidefooted volley 
from Evans'corner just clear the far post. 

Chard had the ball in the net on 22 minutes after Clark 
headed home from close range following a brilliant dou¬ 
ble save by Bees keeper Sam Filkins from Liam Cleal, but 
was adjudged offside, before the home striker who has 
had a superb season for the Robins, was unfairly ad¬ 
judged to have blocked Filkins kicked clearance as he 
was running away from the keeper. 

Bridport almost took the lead on 34 minutes when 
Filkins long kick out found Dovell outpacing the Chard 
defence, but his lob over home gloveman Stuart Parris as 
he raced out to meet him, drifted just inches wide of the 
left hand upright. 

Almost immediately Dan Wise's goalbound volley hit 
Chard skipper Gary Knight in the face and ricocheted for 
a corner. 

Chris Clarke might have given the Bees the lead three 
minutes after the break but put his free header from 
Wise's corner over the angle of the goal frame. 

Parris who had been supreme in the reverse fixture at 
St Mary's Field found the bounce of the ball awkward 
after the break, and when Symes's cross bounced awk¬ 
wardly, Dovell almost headed it through his hands. 

It appeared a matter of time before Bridport would get 
the goal that would help them towards promotion as 
they pounded a Robin's defence in which Knight and 
Spurway were outstanding. However Mr Mountgarrett 
changed all that when a cross struck an unfortunate Lock 
high on the arm, and Fricker drove his shot beyond 
Filkins right hand. 



The goal lifted Chard and they picked their game up as 
Bridport adjusted to being a man short, and Filkins finally 
stopped Clark's mazy run inside the box as he twisted 
and turned looking for room to get his shot away, by 
smuggling the ball away from him. 

Bridport fought their way back into the game and de¬ 
spite their numerical disadvantage, took control of the 
game. 

Symes last act before being substituted was to drive the 
ball high over the bar from close range after Parris had 
failed to hold Wise's low free 22-yard free-kick after Dovell 
was felled by Spurway, before Darren Watts went close 
with a 20-yard volley from the corner of the box which 
just cleared the angle of the goal.

I took his com¬ 
ments on board, advised him to get 
a life, and, after we had exchanged 
further badinage, settled down to 
watch what was a very important 
game in the annals of the Chard 
club.

CHARD played with the sun at their 
backs in the first half and really got 
off to the best of starts. 

Their drop out ran loose, they won 
the ensuing ruck and their oppo¬ 
nents were penalised for stepping 
offside.
